‘The one 
at the square 1s being constructed with 
special care owing to the proximity of 
the leaning tower of the new Old South 
church and at the avenue there are a 
number of buildings which necessitate 
being shored up with the loss of most 
of their cellars. The station foundations 
at the latter point are being made extra 
hex¥y. to support a large office 
or similar structure overhead to replace 
the old building that was removed 
through purchase by the commission to 
settle a disagreement. 

Exeluding the two stations it is be- 
lieved by the engineers that the entire 
length of subway from the entrance at 
Commonwealth avenue to the end of the 
fourth section at Arlington street will 
be completed by the contractor within 
three months. Extension of the work 
beyond Arlington street awaits the de- 
cision of the commission as to how the 
new plan for widening Boylston street 
shall be carried out.

Despite Finance Commission, |

DEFEND MR. COMFORT| 


With the conference of architects de- | 


claring in favor of limestone rather than 
artificial stone for the city hall annex 
cornice, Mayor Fitzgerald will call on| 
the city council once more for the $36,- | 
000 necessary to provide real stone when 
that body meets Monday afternoon. The | 
mayor is now determined that the city | 
council shall disregard the recommenda- | 
tions of the finance commission and pro- | 
vide the additional money. Up to this | 
time the councilors have firmly refused | 
to consider the matter. 

Four of the city’s foremost architects 
and one recognized builder met at the | 
mayor's office Friday afternoon § and | 
unanimously indorsed the stand taken | 
by the Boston Chamber of Commerce, 
as well as Mayor Fitzgerald, that the 
cornice should be of the same materia] 
as the rest of the stonework. 

Among the architects was R. Clipston | 
Sturgis, the expert whom tie finance | 
commission employed to go over the, 
plans. He now sides with the mayor 
and not the finance commission. 

Others present were Prof. James Knox 
Taylor of the Massachusetts Institute 
of Technology, Park Commissioner Rob- 
ert S. Peabody and Arthur W. Rice. 
Renton Whidden, a builder and chair- 
man of the Chamber of Commerce com- 
mittee on municipal and metropolitan 
affairs; Engineer Cummings, manager for 
Wells Brothers, the firm constructing 
the building; President Thomas J. Kenny 
of the city council, Superintendent of 
Public Buildings Manus J. Fish and 
Ralph Comfort, the New York space 
efficiency expert, were present. 

Mr. Sturgis in addition to favoring 
limestone to cast stone, said that the 
finance commission was wrong in criti- 
cizing the space plans of Mr. Comfort, 
whom the mayor employed. 

The experts agreed, according to the 
statement given out after the confer- 
ence, that a cornice of artificial] stone 
would not only be difficult to construct 
properly, but it would be a dubious prop- 
osition as to permanency. From an es- 
thetic point of view it was agreed that 
artificial stone would be the worst of 
taste. 

Mr. Cummings of Wells Brothers stat- 
ed that if the city council provides the 
necessary funds to make the various 
proposed changes there would not be 
any appreciable delay in the work on the 
building and that the builders would 
not ask damages on the work being held 


up. 


BARBERS STILL 
DISSATISFIED 


Asserting that they have lost from $6 
to $8 a week in tips and gained in re- 
turn only a few hours’ freedom, the 
1000 I. W. W. barbers who recently won 
their demands after a strike are to hold 
a mass meeting tomorrow to take action 
on the situation. The gathering will be 
held at 284 Commercial street, and all 
the members of the organization in Bos- 
ton have been asked to attend. 

Where the shops formerly charged 10 
eents for a shave and 15 cents for a 
haircut they are now charging 15 and 25 
cents. As a result, the journeymen get 
no tips, which amounted to $6 and $8 
per week. They receive a minimum of 
$12 per week, which many were paid 
prior to the strike.

This makes a heavy syrup and if you 
are not fond of sweets you may use only three fourths of a pound of 
sugar. 

Into a granite preserving kettle put about one third of the fruit, 
then a third of sugar, a layer of fruit and one of sugar until all the fruit 
is used. Let stand one half hour or until the bottom of the kettle is cov- 
ered with juice. Then place the pan on the back of the stove and bring 
slowly to the boiling point. This should require not less than one hour. 
Do not stir, Let the fruit boil gently for 10 minutes, skim well. Re- 
move from the stove and pour into the platters. Place in the direct sun- 
light, either in or out of the house. It must be well covered to protect 
it from flies and small insects. 

If you choose to cook the fruit out-of-doors an outside winter window 
makes an excellent covering. If you are not the possessor of such a sash 
cover the platters with cheesecloth. I cook my fruit in the attic.

fruit is in a dry place. Dampness is a great foe to successful sun cookery, 
sO as soon as the sun begins to lower in the west take the fruit indoors. 

Now as to the time required to preserve fruit. If the weather is good 
and warm and the 6un bright, three or four days will suffice. When the 
syrup is thick and almost jellied the fruit is ready for jars or glasses. 
Fill the jars, cover with melted paraffin and screw on the top. They 
should be kept in a cool, dark place if they are to retain their color, 

The above proportions are for strawberries as well as for other small 
fruit. Select choice fruit and discard all soft ones. Red raspberries are 
fine cooked in this manner, as are also the red and white currants, closely 
resembling the delicious bar-le-duc currants of France. These two fruits 
may be mixed, using one third currants and two thirds raspberries. Black- 
berries, gooseberries, cherries and pineapples are especially fine cooked in 
the sun. 

To make sun-jelly, wash, weigh and cook the fruit as usual. Strain 
through a jelly bag. Put the juice in a granite pan and cook for three 
minutes. Add the hot sugar. Stir until the sugar is dissolved, no longer. 
Cook two minutes and pour it into the clean glasses. Place these glasses 
in the sun, covering with glass or cheesecloth and cook unti] the jelly is 
set. Cover with melted paraffin and keep in a cool, dry place. 

Sun cooked fruits take care of themselves most of the time and save 
long hours of working over a hot stove. 


PROTECTION FOR TABLE 


Tables are often spoiled by the water seeping through the earthen- 
ware pots which hold the fern. The earthenware plates which hold the 
fern pots may be made waterproof by putting a piece of paraffin in the 
plate and setting in a warm oven, says the Los Angeles Express. Let 
the paraffin melt and sink into the pores of the earthenware. Turn 
the dish so that the sides will be paraffined also. Pour out superfluous 
liquid, Let cool and you will have no more trouble.

! MR. Van ‘ALEN’S NEWPORT VILLA 
HAS AWNING COSTING $50,000 


HAT is said to be the most expensive awning in the world 
has been put in place for the season on the spacious veranda 


of James J. Van Alen’s-villa, Wakehurst, Newport, R. I. It is an 
applique of cotton fabric upon an enormous roof and side walls 


of gray linen, forming geometric designs, with decided Oriental 
coloring of reds, yellows, blues, greens and whites. All of the huge 


panels-are stitched by hand and evidence the thrée vears of patient 
labor which it is said went in the making. Over this vast enclosure 
is an outer awning in green and white stripes, made of French 
duck, a protection from the weather. 

The awning is 60 feet long by 22 feet wide. The design was 
not the fancy of the makers, but is a copy of a smaller awning 
which Mr. Van Alen had in use 20 years ago, and which he ordered 


duplicated, says the New York Herald. The inner part was im- 
ported directly from Egypt, while the outer awning came from 
France. The framework was made at Newport. Much interest 
has been manifest since the arrival of the immense affair at Wake- 
hurst. It is reported to have cost $50,000 and is looked upon as a 
work of art. 

Wakehurst is one of the most magnificent estates in the villa 
colony of Newport. The Gobelin tapestry in the hall is considered 
one of the most valuable collections in the country.

CIVIC STRIDES SEEN 


HILE it is commonest nowa- 
days to sing the praises of 
the Panama canal construc- 
tion in terms of its magni- 
tude, which necessarily compels the ad- 
miration of all who are afforded an op- 
portunity to witness what American en- 
terprise and pluck are accomplishing 
along the zone, Arthur C. Farley of Bos- 
ton, a wholesale merchant and active 
civic worker, is of the opinion that there 
is another side to the canal situation 
ordinarily overlooked by chance visitors. 

“What is to be the benefit of the 
Panama canal to the two continents that 
it will divide?” was Mr. Fariey’s way of 
answering a question as to what he con- 
sidered the most interesting factors con- 
sequent to the completion of the water- 
way. “What I observed in Panama City 
led me to believe that there will be a 
commercial revolution in all that terri- 
tory in immediate touch with the Ameri- 
can cana! property. 

“A traveler in a strange country,” Mr. 
Farley continued, “is apt to absorb what 
he sees without looking seriously into 
the future. I also went to Panama to 
see things. Certainly it is one of the 
most stupendous monuments to man's 
dominance that the United States 
reating down there.

Every 
year for the last three or four years a 
picture by Mr. Leigh has attracted at- 
tention in the National Academy.

T IS a foregone conclusion that me 
seven-year-old boy who grew the banks 
cotton in all the state of Oklahoma two! 
years ago has learned the advantages o 
the farm and will never desert it for the | 
city, says a writer for the Country Gen- 
tleman. 

When the federal agents in charge of | 
the farm instruction work in Oklahoma 
reached Lincoln county they lectured at 
a schoolhouse in the neighborhood of the | 
Norcum farm, the two older Norcum 
boys, Abner and James, being enrolled 
in the corn and cotton clubs. Each pre- 
pared two acres for cotton and one acre 
for corn, according to the rules of the 
department. That summer, when Okla- 
homa farmers were at work in their fields | 
the federal agents visited the Norcum 
farm to see hoW Abner and James were 
getting along in their work. Near the 
gate, beside his mother, the agents found 
a little boy crying. 

“Well, well, little boy, 
ter?” ‘ 

“I’m crying, cause I’m not big enough | 
to go into the contest like Ab and Jim- |, 
mie,’ said seven-year-old Frank. “I’ve 
got one acre of corn and two of cotton 
just as good as they have and it’s not 
my fault I’m not bigger, an’ if——” 

Now, under the rules only boys of a/| 
certain age may enter the contest, a, 
fact which none knew better than the 
federal agents. Still they questioned the | 
youngster. 

“But, little boy, did you plow your 
own land?” 

“No, sirs, I’m not big enough to plow, | 
but I helped mother pay father for plow- | 
ing for me. But I’ve hoed my corn and 
cotton and it’s clean and if you'd only let 
me——” | 

Then the agents of the government 
broke the strict rules of the competition 
for the first and only time and little 
Frank Norcum went into the contest | 
with sparkling eyes and smiling face. 
In all Oklahoma that year nobody grew | 
finer corn and cotton than he. After 
others had “laid by” their corn Frank 
kept after his with a hoe. When corh- 
picking time came he was too small to 
reach the ears on the big stalks. In|

HOW TO KNOW THE FOREST 
TREES OF MASSACHUSETTS 


From Pocket Manual issued by 


Fr. 


W. Rane, State Forester, Boston 


WHITE ASH 
(Fraxinus americana L.) 


IS rapid-growing tree occurs in all 

parts of Massachusetts and on every 
kind of ground, although it thrives best 
in deep, rich soil in the vicinity of 
streams. 

As to habit, it usually attains a height 
of 50 to 75 feet and a trunk diameter of 
two to three feet. In the open the trunk 
divides at a few feet from the ground 
into two or three large limbs, then 
assumes a broad, round head. 

The bark on the trunk is dark brown 
or deep gray. It is deeply divided by 
furrows, which are parallel or connect 
at intervals into broad, flattened 
ridges. The season's shoots are 
olive-green and smooth. 

The leaves are opposite, eight to 12 
inches in length and composed of seven 
to nine leaflets. The individual leaflets 
are egg-shaped or oblong, three to five 
inches in length, stalked, -remotely 
toothed and dark green on the upper 
surface. 

The flowers appea: 
leaves. 

The fruit } a winged body, oblong in 
shape and one to two inches in length. 
It ripens in late Auzust or September 
and often hangs on into the winter. |

It is a new lake, not on any map of 
Missouri, It was formed last winter by 
the building of a power dam on White 
river three miles above Forsyth, the seat 
of Taney county. Above the dam, for 
five miles or more, the water is 50 feet 
deep, and this shallows gradually to 
about 15 feet at Branson, 18 miles above. 

There are long stretches where the 
lake is a full mile in width. It narrows 


toward its headwaters to one eighth of 


a mile at Branson. 
The people of the Ozarks expect this 


lake will be the summer resort of Kan- | 


eas City and already speculators are buy- 


ing land along its banks and bluffs and | 


dividing it into small tracts for bunga- 
low and clubhouse sites. 


Many Boats Ply Waters 


A midnight train on the Missoufi Pa- 
cific from Kansas City puts one in Bran- 
son the next day at noon and there the 


bewildering clamor of a dozen com- 


peting motor boat men greets you. Big 
motor boats that carry 50 passengers, 
and smaller ones that carry from two to 
ten, and a big stern wheeled barge for 


picnic parties, make trips the length of 
the lake and back as often as there are 
enough passengers to make it pay; and 
besides there is the regular mail boat 
and the freight barges, for the new lake 
has already become a.highway of com- 
merce, and all the freight in and out of 
Yorsyth that used to come and go by 
way of the hill roads and the railway at 
Chadwick, goes now by Branson and the 
lake. 

The best wav to see the lake in differ- 
ent phases of its beauty is to go down 
from Branson in the afternoon, spend a 
few hours in sight and sound of the 50- 
foot fell of waters tumbling over the 
dam, and return by moonlight. 

The south end of the dam lies against 
a perpendicular wall of rock 200 feet 
high. The full moon, lifting its rim 
above this bluff, limns the stunted cedars 
on its summit sharply against the sky, 
and casts its shadow, black as ink, upon 
the surface of the lake, calm and smooth 
as glass and reflecting each tree branch 
as sharply as if it were a sheet of cop- 
per with a full sized forest etched upon 
it. Into this black shadow the prow of 
the motor boat cuts a line that gradu- 
ally reaches to a wooded point, to the 
southeast and curves around it into a 
long stretch of open water more than a 
mile wide. The boat passes from the 
inky shadow into a spread of lake that 
is shimmering in the full moonlight. like 
a lighted mirror, the waves from the bow 
rolling away on each side like furrows 
of molten silver. 


A Forest in the Lake 


Before the dam was closed: and the 
lake filled all of the trees and brush on 
the Jand to be submerged were cut away, 
except in one spot on a farm that the 
power company could not buy. The shore 
of this farm was low bottom land, cov- 
ered with a heavy growth of cottonwood 
trees. When the water filled the dam 
it rose 10 feet among these trees, and 
there they stand, a forest in the lake, 
the trunks of the huge sycamores, white 
as snow, arising like columns of ‘chalk 
from out the black water. The boat 
skirts the outer edge of this half sub- 
merged forest and turns another point, 
emerging into the Reach,” a 
stretch of water four miles long and a 
mile wide and lying almost due north 
and south.

E advantage of right advertising is 

emphasized by an article in a current 
magazine, which discusses the extrava- 
gance of wrong advertising. A small 
family, living in a modest way, received 
in one day for example, circular letters, 
done on expensive paper and with gold 
or silver stamping, announcing such 
things as a new hotel in a distant city, 
a mark down on some Paquin gowns 
worth hundreds of dollars, q tailor’s card 
with colored cuts showing “refined gar- 


ments for gentlemen” at.a high figure, 


cards for a society vaudeville entertain- 
ment, samples of laundry wax, tickets 
for a fair somewhere for an institution 
they had never heard of, and other 
things. The contention is that all this 
advertising was waste so far as that 
family was concerned, and doubtless with 
regard to a large proportion of the fam- 
ilies who received the circulars. Then 
there is another wasteful form of adver- 
tising whereby handbills are crammed 
into mail boxes, sometimes half a dozen 
duplicates. These are rarely glanced at 
by the house owner. They serve as a 
lesson in patience but nothing more. 
Advertising then, has its art, and suit- 
ability and the fitness of time and place 
are both to be considered. Advertising 
rightly done brings to busy people in- 
formation of articles they might other- 
wise have to shop for at loss of much 
time. Advertising that gives the prices 
and quality of things likely to come 
within the scope of the average family 
is of great advantage.

Fifth Avenue Architecture 


Chaos is the only word that one can 
justly apply to the quaint and inconse- 
which have in- 
dulged since that monumental moment in 
the early nineteenth century when, arch- 
itecturally, all that had been since the 
beginning ceased, and that which had 
never been before on land or sea began. 
A walk up Fifth avenue from Madison 
square to the park, with one’s eyes open, 
is an experience of some surprises, and 
equal illumination; and it leaves an in- 
delible impression of that primal chaos 
that is certainly without form, if it is 
not wholly void. Here one may see in a 
scant two miles (scant, but how replete 
with experiences!) treasure-trove of all 
peoples and all generations: Roman 
temples and Parisian shops; Gothic of 
sorts (and out of sorts), from the “Car- 
penter-Gothic” of 1845, through Victor- 
ian of that ilk, to the most modern and 
competent recasting of ancient forms and

It is little wonder that there should 
be some recession in industrial activity with credits restricted as 
they are. The banks have been discouraging long-term borrowings 
and for some time past have been building up their veserves so 
that now they are getting into prime condition. But in view of the 
stringent monetary situation throughout the world and the heavy 
demands which will be made for funds for crop-moving purposes 
in the fall there seems to be little indication of early improvement 
in the money market. This situation more than anything else has 
had to do with the recent liquidation in the securities markets. 

[fowever, it is gratifying to know that there is some improve- 
ment in business sentiment. It is a characteristic of business men 
generally that they cannot or will not remain continually pessimistic. 
There is a brighter view of the situation and it is observable any 
tine on2 wishes to take it. 

After a long period of extravagance on the part of national, 
state and municipal governments, as well as corporations and individ- 
uals, the time has come for retrenchment. The fact that many 
municipalities and corporations have been unable to market new 
securities should be warning sufficient that economies are necessary 
hencetorth. Bonds and stocks that have been taken by the public 
are at a considerably higher interest rate than has obtained before. 
Some large municipal and state offerings have been held back await- 
ing a more tavorable market. 

As usual at this time of the year there have been some crop 
scares. That there has been a certain amount of deterioration 
there can be no doubt; but in the aggregate, with ordinary condi- 
tions prevailing until after harvest, the yield should be enormous. 
from now on the crop news will be carefully scrutinized by all 
interests and government reports will be awaited with much solici- 
tude. However, it is well not to be inflienced by every rumor of 
crop damage, for such rumors are numerous when speculators need 
ammunition to bring about price fluctuations. The crop situation 
at present may be considered as highly encouraging.

It is admitted by leaders on all sides that it 
will have the effect of disturbing and of ulti- 
mately readjusting the entire political sys- 
tem, for women must, of right and of necessity, not only be granted 
recognition in the operation of election machinery, but in the con- 
duct of the party organizations. Here is a fact of special impor- 
tance to Chicago. In that city, as in most of the great cities of the 
country, local political organization has been largely used for many 
years as a mere convenience by a class of place-seekers utterly devoid 
of political conviction. Thus, certain wards have been controlled. 
or, to put it bluntly, “owned,” by disreputable persons held in power 
through trades, bargains and compacts, privately arranged and 
always sanctioned by an electorate composed mainly of the indif- 
ferent and the unfit. 

Our despatches intimate clearly that in the event of the equal 
rights law coming into operation—and nothing save-the discovery 
of some grave constitutional defect can now defeat it—the women 
of Chicago will seek at once fair representation on the board of elec- 
tion commissioners. They evidently realize that they must begin 
at the very bottom and work their way up patiently’ if they are to 
become a decisive power in Chicago politics. In order to uproot 
the entrenched evils of the bossed wards it may be necessary for 


them to bring about the abolition of the ward system. Only by 
working through the election board can they hope to exercise proper 
supervision over the polls to destroy the machinery of corruption. 
In short, they must become, through their leadership, tireless and 
practical politicians. | 

It may be asked: How can they be expected to win where 
earnest men have tailed?

ufacturers’ movement in this direction. It is said that a dozen new 
concerns have recently been organized in this country tor the pur- 
pose of constructing cars of lighter frame, smaller wheels, narrower 
tread, with a carrying capacity of two persons, to sell at not more 
than $250 each. ‘This would be a price not much tn excess of the 
cost of a first-class motorcycle, even less than the cost of the motor 
tricycle. It is predicted in one quarter that if a car of the type pro- 
posed can be so constructed as to strike the public fancy it will give 
the automobile an impulse similar to that received by the bicycle 
on the introduction of the safety design. There is hardly a 
doubt of it. 

The successful launching of a new and a cheap pattern of 
motor car should not injure the existing automobile industry in the 
slightest degree. Only those who cannot afford the more expensive 
car will, as a rule, purchase the less expehsive-ones. It will be the 
ambition of the average owner of-the $250 pattern to own one of 
the $500 pattern, and-so on. That many millions of people have 
been content to,own ordinary horses if the past has not affected in 
the least the market for costly animals. [here are scales of prices 
for pianos, phonographs and numerous other modern luxuries, and 
for numerous modern conveniences, that touch the very rich at one 
end and the moderately well-to-do at the other. This can be made 
the case with the automobile scale also, and when it is made the 
case, hundreds of thousands who are shut off from automobiles at 
present may share in the motoring pleasures of the changing 


panorama of the great outdoors.

THE sale of new books has ever been an 
interesting topic. It sometimes turnishes a 
gauge of public taste in literature and often 
supplies the latest ideas in the ulustrative or 
illuminative art. If the book be a novel it 
is also apt to give us a chance to gain a fair 
impression of the latest modes of exploita- 
tion, combining all the ingenuities of the 
publisher in attracting the public attention to 
his wares. Should-all the great organizations 
of the publisher be used to push the book, and the book have the

merit of having been written by a popular novelist, then we are 
apt to see the sale go well into five figures and, it may be, reach 
the six figure or 100,000 mark.
